Members of the Senate Ju diciary Commit­ 
tee who are pondering the idea that the 
Su preme Cou rt shou ld hav e its ju dicial wing s 
clipped by leg islativ e au thority mu st con­ 
sider the motiv e of the wou ld-be wing clippers. 
They are, for the most part, men who 
hav e been ou trag ed by Su preme Cou rt de­ 
cisions offensiv e to them on g rou nds of race 
preju dice and anti-Commu nist ferv or. They 
are u nable to g o along with ru ling s of the 
cou rt that hav e tended to pu t hu man free­ 
dom and hu man rig hts abov e the issu es of 
the day . 
Historically , this is a chronic problem for 
the Su preme Cou rt, whose ru ling s ov er a long 
span of y ears hav e reflected the chang ing 
temper of the ju stices, often at the ex pense 
of infu riating critics who did not like what 
was reflected. 
After the Civ il War. the Su preme Cou rt in­ 
v alidated most of the civ il rig hts leg islation 
desig ned to aid sou thern Neg roes. That pleas­ 
ed Sou therners, infu riated Northerners. Ju st 
before the tu rn of the centu ry , conserv ativ es 
were pleased and liberals displeased when 
the cou rt ru led that a federal income tax 
was u nconstitu tional. 


Du ring the 20th centu ry , the Su preme Cou rt 
continu ed to reflect the v iews of its conserv a­ 
tiv es. It was not u ntil 1937 that its members 
beg an to please liberals and displease con-, 
serv ativ es. That is the composite temper 
which prev ails now'. 
Any proposal to clip the Su preme Cou rt s 
wing s as a coordinate branch of the g ov ern­ 
ment, on the basis of what its members are 
doing in a particu lar period, is open to qu es­ 
tion. The cou rt’s appellate ju risdiction can 
be limited by “su ch reg u lations as the Con­ 
g ress shall make.” Bu t if Cong ress were to 
make reg u lations on the basis of “su ch is­ 
su es as the politicians in Cong ress shall 
make.” the statu s of the cou rt cou ld be re­ 
du ced drastically . 
It has been charg ed that the cou rt some­ 
times ru les as if it had become a third 
leg islativ e chamber, su perior to the Hou se 
of Representativ es and the Senate. 
It wou ld be fu lly as du biou s a policy for 
Cong ress to interfere with the cou rt as if it 
had become a second ju diciary , competent 
and willing to interpret the constitu tionality 
of laws. Two wrong s wou ld not make a 
rig ht. 


Fifilitiiiff Fo r Fiiiuls 


Cong ress had made it clear to President 
Eisenhower and Defense Secretary McElroy 
that it will su pport no proposal for military 
reorg anization that wou ld destroy the identi­ 
ties of the Army , Nav y and Air Force. 
The President and his defense secretary 
will make it ju st as clear to Cong ress when 
they spell ou t their reorg anization proposals 
that they do not want to destroy the identi­ 
ties of the armed serv ices. 
They want to g et more teamwork ou t of 
them when there are specific assig nments to 
be carried ou t. They want them to qu it act­ 
ing as if each one thou g ht it shou ld be au ­ 
tonomou s. And chiefly they want them to 
qu it fig hting for fu nds, with the enthu siastic

ficials confronted with demand for 
action rather than inflammatory 
words. 
Under artfu l leadership of its 
Democratic leaders — Sen. Ly n­ 
don Johnson and Speaker Sam 
Ray bu rn — Cong ress has been 
whooping throu g h hu g e appropria­ 
tion bills desig ned either to ou tdo 
the Sov iets in the race to t h e 
moon or to replace dollars seeping 
from pocketbooks of U.S. v oters. 
The bu lk of these cash adv ances 
was a!*ked for by President 
Ei­ 
senhower bu t by shou ting for them 
first and tilting the ante in most 
cases. Cong ress has g iv en the im­ 
pression of leading in ev ery parti­ 
san bru sh. 
Howev er, 
Repu blicans 
by 
no 
means are to be kissed * off at 
this stag e concerning the Nov ember 
v oting . 


MOST RECENTLY one remem­ 
bers April, 1948, when the odds 
were something like 10 to one 
that President Tru man wou ld g iv e 
way to a Repu blican president 
and Repu blicans wou ld hold the 
cong ressional control they had won 
in a near landslide in 1956. 
One of the reasons most stressed 
as to why the Repu blicans were 
su re to win in 1948 was the heav y 
cong ressional ov erriding of 
Mr. 
Tru man’s v eto of a 4’¿-billion-dol­ 
lar tax redu ction. 
In the following Nov ember not 
only Mr. Tru man won, bu t the 
Democrats recaptu red Cong ress. 
A g ood g u ess at this blaster sea­ 
son is that appropriations as a 
means to hig h fav or hav e ru n 
their cou rse, if not ov ershot them­ 
selv es. The cru cial issu es from 
now on will be qu ite different. 
First of the latter was set u p 
when President Eisenhower v e­ 
toed j farm bill, which wou ld hav e 
maintained 
all 
ex isting 
g ov ern­ 
mental bou nties to ag ricu ltu rists at 
a moment when there is g reat de­ 
mand for transfer of g ov ernment 
allowances to military defense or 
aid to displaced city workers. Hig h 
farm price su pports, of cou rse, 
mean continu ed hig h prices for 
ev ery body in g roceries or bu tch- 
ershops. 
The Democratic leadership chose 
not to meet that issu e before East­ 
er recess by endeav or to ov erride 
the v eto. Barring a g reat chang e 
in attitu de the mov e to ov erride 
will be v oted down as soon as Con­ 
g ress recov enes. 
At least three other issu es, lin­ 
g ering in the wing s, will test fu ­ 
tu re popu larity , as between Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and the Demo­ 
cratic Cong ress. 


FIRST IS the qu estion whether 
to redu ce tax es as a means of 
economic recov ery and if so where 
the redu ctions are to be applied. 
Cong ress already has v oted ex ­ 
traordinary 
appropriations 
fore­ 
casting at least a thrce-billion-dol- 
lar deficit at end of the present 
fiscal y ear. That deficit will be 
ev en 
larg er 
if 
Cong ress 
g oes 
throu g h with its present inclination 
to v ote down, or decrease, pending 
postal rate rises and to offset g ain 
in federal rev enu e with that re­ 
g ard by heav y pay raises for all 
manner of g ov ernment employ es. 
Nex t, there is the cru cial issu e 
of org anized labor. Disclosu res of 
wholesale corru ption among labor 
u nions seem to call for leg islativ e 
correction. Bu t u nion leaders are 
set to oppose any mov e on that line

WASHINGTON 
Three times in a row the Sov ­ 
iets hav e made a propag anda mon- 
Icey of u s. The Eisenhower admin­ 
istration, pu t on the defensiv e 
hasn’t been able to take the ini­ 
tiativ e.

v ictories: lau nching of the Spu t­ 
niks; former Premier Bu lg anin’s 
call for su mmit talks; the an­ 
nou ncement

wou ld ban nu clear tests. All three 
had a conv u lsiv e effect, here or 
abroad. 
Last 
fall’s 
orbiting 
Spu tniks, 
conclu siv e ev idence of Sov iet pow­ 
er and prog ress, chilled ou r Eu ­ 
ropean allies into instant realiza­ 
tion they cou ld be blasted flat by 
Sov iet missiles in a fu tu re war. 
It makes them more than ev er 
anx iou s for peacef I u nderstand­ 
ing with the Sov iets. 
The Spu tniks shocked this cou n­ 
try into conv u lsiv e sou l-searching . 
Sov iet 
intercontinental, 
ocean- 
spanning missiles, of which the 
Spu tniks cou ld be a forewarning , 
wou ld rip away this cou ntry ’s an­ 
cient safety behind the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 
More 
than 
that: 
the 
United 
States was shaken ou t of the 
complacency it had felt abou t its 
scientific and indu strial su periori­ 
ty . Why did it happen? Why were 
the Sov iets ahead? 
These 
qu estions 
immediately 
took second place behind demands 
that the g ov ernment g o all ou t to 
catch u p. A stu nned Cong ress was 
willing to throw the Treasu ry wide 
open for missile dev elopment. 
Ev entu ally this cou ntry offset 
some of the damag e done to 
American prestig e when it g ot 
three of its own satellites aloft. 
Bu t not qu ite. The American sat­ 
ellites were tiny compared with 
the Sov iet models. 
Only last month Secretary of 
State Du lles ex pressed dou bt—be­ 
cau se of the Sov iet head start in 
ou ter space ex ploration—that we 
cou ld 
beat the Sov iets to the 
moon. 
Also last fall — with the world 


In the hearing s before the Hou se 
Way s and Means Committee on 
the President’s proposal to prov ide 
federal money for workers who 
ex hau sted 
their 
u nemploy ment 
benefits. Secretary Mitchell fou nd 
himself cau g ht between two fires. 
Hi" ordeal su g g ests the fu tility 
of the administration’s effort to 
compromise with “liberal’’ policies 
in federal aid. 
This has already been shown, 
ov er and ov er, in the labor u nion 
field. No matter what the ad­ 
ministration is 
willing 
to 
con­ 
cede, “liberal” Democrats 
will 
ou tbid it and u nion politicians will 
oppose all and su ndry Repu blican 
candidates. 
The proposal, in r brief, wou ld 
prov ide a special federal handou t 
to a small proportion of the u n­ 
employ ed, with du biou s prospect 
of recov ery of the “loan” from 
states and employ ers some time 
in the fu tu re. 
It is hard to see the applica­ 
tion of this measu re, either as a 
means of fig hting the recession or 
as a means of aiding the really 
needy . For the su ms 
thu s 
dis­ 
tribu ted wou ld affect the g eneral 
economy only in an infinitesmal 
deg ree and thou sands of u nem­ 
ploy ed who mig ht need help cou ld 
not qu alify u nder the terms of 
su ch a measu re. 


OF COURSE, Secretary Mitch­ 
ell protested that the plan wou ld 
be only temporary . Bu t there is 
the indispu table fact that once the 
federal g ov ernment takes ov er a 
responsibility now borne by the 
states, it nev er escapes. It only 
g ets in deeper and deeper. 
“Liberal” 
Democrats 
led 
by 
Cong ressman McCarthy , who him­ 
self has a bill g oing mu ch farther 
toward federalizing u nemploy ment 
benefits than the adninistration’s, 
scolded the secretary for not com­ 
ing ou t frankly for federal reg u la­ 
tion of the whole sy stem by set­ 
ting standards. 
McCarthy arg u ed, in effect, that 


all “important” social leg islation 
in the past had been passed in 
time of national distress. There­ 
fore, why not -se the recession 
as an ex cu se to take ov er u nem­ 
ploy ment compensation? 
In reply to qu estioning by an­ 
other member of the committee, 
Mitchell admitted that u nder the 
present law the 
so-called 
Reed 
Fu nd cou ld be drawn u pon by the 
states which were u nable to ex ­ 
tend their pay ments. 
Thu s 
we 
hav e, at least by implication, an 
admission that when the states be­ 
liev e they do not need something 
it is necessary for Uncle Sam to 
enter the states and do the job 
itself. 


A CONGRESSMAN 
from 
Vir­ 
g inia protested that the plan wou ld 
make it possible for the federal 
g ov ernment—in case a state re­ 
fu sed the job of distribu ting the 
fu nds as its ag ent—to distribu te 
fu nds in the u nwilling state and 
establish an oblig ation despite the 
state’s protest. 
Representativ es f r o m other 
states pointed ou t that they need­ 
ed no su ch help. 
Sev eral indicated a widespread 
conv iction that, once the federal 
g ov ernment established this plan, 
it wou ld mean the beg inning of 
the end of state responsibility for 
the u nemploy ed. To Mitchell’s re­ 
sponse that the plan was only a 
“temporary ” one, many instances 
were cited to show that past plans 
labeled “temporary ” prov ed to be 
permanent. 
One witness 
at the hearing s 
commented that apparently Mitch­ 
ell ended his testimony with only 
one friend on the committee. That 
was Chairman Daniel Reed who, 
since he had introdu ced the ad­ 
ministration’s bill, remained dis­ 
creetly silent. 
And so the old tru th was u nder­ 
lined: When a person compromis­ 
es with principle, he loses the su p­ 
port of both sides and principle 
too.

restau rant ad into a bone - dry 
newspaper. 
By that day , the 18th Amend­ 
ment’s ig noble ex periment 
h a d 
brou g ht u pon a disillu sioned na­ 
tion v iciou s chaos and a crime by ­ 
produ ct that horned the mu rder­ 
ou s g ang dom that still is with u s. 
Orderly , licensed distribu tion of 
a controv ersial produ ct that half 
of the people insisted u pon hav ing 
had majorly fallen into the hands 
of thu g s and hijackers. Ex cept on 
medical prescription, nothing al- 
cholic was leg al. 
When the dishwater drink call­ 
ed “three - two beer” became le­ 
g al (1933), for the first time 
in 
13 y ears respectable dealers had 
a lawfu l means to re - enter a 
market that racketeers had come 
to dominate. 
The conscientiou s wou ldn’t ad­ 
mit that the three - two 
w a s 
“beer,” bu t it was a bev erag e— 
and it was leg al. So there is ev ­ 


ery element of absolu te honesty in 
the words “all leg al bev erag es” ; 
not a particle of concealment or 
deception; nor a su g g estion that 
then shou ld hav e kept it off a Girl 
Scou t picnic poster — where 
it 
wou ld shock all now. 


THE GIM.MICK first appeared 
in a restau rant ad, was immed­ 
iately adopted in the area’s three- 
two market and 
s pr e a d well 
across the cou ntry , where ad re­ 
strictions ex isted and dry s w e r e 
militant. 
Bu t its adv ent was not withou t 
embarrassment for its coiner. 
Where it was conceiv ed, c o n- 
demning resolu tions were passed, 
mad letters came, mad commit­ 
tees called — hell broke loose in 
the dry ranks — the saloon was 
back — and I did it. 
It is no mean trick for a news­ 
paper to keep a div ident commu ni­ 
ty ou t of its hair.

That it indicated spots that some 
wou ld not wish to g o or take their 
children, that it took some of the 
mask off illicit drinking and made 
honest men of slinks and liars, 
ov ercame the u nbeliev able naiv ete 
of a joint committee that pu t u s 
on the carpet. 
If any of this birth of a slog an 
sou nds sneaky , be adv ised that to 
this day some people won’t 
g o 
where they sell “all leg al bev er­ 
ag es” — probably cou ldn’t f i n d 
an empty seat if they did. 
1 still contend that any adv er­ 
tisement that conceals nothing is 
a serv ice to all people.

Treat Fo r Tax pay ers 


By J. F. TerHo rst 


Treasu ry Secretary Robert B. 
Anderson and Cong ressman Ger­ 
ald R. Ford (R-Mich) hav e come 
u p with a treat for tax pay ers that 
is desig ned to g iv e a needed boost 
to the nation’s economy . 
At Ford’s su g g estion, Anderson 
say s the Internal Rev enu e Serv ice 
will do ev ery thing possible to speed 
income tax refu nds to the tax pay ­ 
ers by May 31. 
Ford came u p with what he calls 
the “painless” way for the g ov ern­ 
ment to pou r money into the con­ 
su mer’s pu rchasing power after 
determining that last y ear the 
Treasu ry Department refu ndecl $3,- 
300,000,(KX) to moro than 34 million 
indiv idu al tax pay ers last y ear. 


THE AVERAGE refu nd amou nt­ 
ed to $94 and indications are it 
will be the same for 1958, Ford 
declared. 
“I’m su re that the speedy fu n- 
neling back into the economy of 
ov er more than three million dol­ 
lars wou ld hav a a healthy and 
stimu lating effect on present eco­ 
nomic conditions,” Ford told An­ 
derson. 
• 
He su g g ested that the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice as.sig n additional 
employ es to the job of processing 
tax retu rns and that it “cu t red 


tape 
g enerally .” 
He 
su g g ested 
making refu nds immediately and 
au diting retu rns afterward. 
Reply ing that the Treasu ry De­ 
partment is aware of the economic 
booster v alu e of early refu nding , 
Anderson said he has set in mo­ 
tion a prog ram “to hav e refu nds 
made within 30 day s of the filing 
of the retu rn.” 
The nation’s money boss said re­ 
fu nds shou ld be in the mail for the 
millions of tax pay ers by May 31, 
with the ex ception of those whose 
retu rns show errors on the face. 
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Motive Must Be Considered 


Members of the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee who are pondering the idea that the 
Supreme Court should have its judicial wings 
clipped by legislative authority must con­ 
sider the motive of the would-be wing clippers. 
They are, for the most part. men who 
have been outraged by Supreme Court de­ 
cisions offensive to them on grounds of race 
prejudice and anti-Communist fervor. They 
are unable to go along with rulings of the 
court that have tended to put human free­ 
dom and human rights above the issues of 
the day. 
Historically, this is a chronic problem for 
the Supreme Court, whose rulings over a long 
span of years have reflected the changing 
tem per of the justices, often at the expense 
of infuriating critics who did not like what 
was reflected. 
After the Civil War. the Supreme Court in­ 
validated most of the civil rights legislation 
designed to aid southern Negroes. That pleas­ 
ed Southerners, infuriated N ortherners. Just 
before the turn of the century, conservatives 
were pleased and liberals displeased when 
the court ruled that a federal income tax 
was unconstitutional. 


During the 20th century, the Supreme Court 
continued to reflect the views of its conserva­ 
tives. It was not until 1937 that its m em bers 
began to please liberals and displease con-, 
servatives. That is the composite tem per 
which prevails now'. 
Any proposal to clip the Supreme Court's 
wings as a coordinate branch of the govern­ 
ment. on the basis of what its m em bers are 
doing in a particular period, is open to ques­ 
tion. The court's appellate jurisdiction can 
be limited by “ such regulations as the Con­ 
gress shall m ake.” But if Congress were to 
m ake regulations on the basis of “ such is­ 
sues as the politicians in Congress shall 
m ake,” the status of the court could be re­ 
duced drastically. 
It has been charged that the court some­ 
tim es rules as if it had become a third 
legislative cham ber, superior to the House 
of Representatives and the Senate. 
It would be fully as dubious a policy for 
Congress to interfere with the court as if it 
had become a second judiciary, competent 
and willing to interpret the constitutionality 
of laws.

Eisenhower and Defense Secretary McElroy 


that it will support no proposal for m ilitary

Futile Compromise

In the hearings before the House 
Ways and Means Committee on 
the President’s proposal to provide 
federal money for workers who 
exhausted 
their 
unemployment 
benefits, Secretary Mitchell found 
himself caught between two fires. 
Hi- ordeal suggests the futility 
of the adm inistration’s effort to 
compromise with “ liberal” policies 
in federal aid. 
This has already been shown, 
over and over, in the labor union 
field. No 
m atter what the 
ad­ 
m inistration is 
willing 
to 
con­ 
cede, 
“ liberal” Dem ocrats 
will 
outbid it and union politicians will 
oppose all and sundry Republican 
candidates. 
The proposal, 
in .brief, 
would 
provide a special federal handout 
to a small proportion of the un­ 
employed. with dubious prospect 
of recovery of the "loan” from 
states and employers some time 
in the future. 


It is hard to see the applica­ 
tion of this m easure, either as a 
m eans of fighting the recession or 
as a m eans of aiding the really 
needy. For the sums 
thus 
dis­ 
tributed would affect the general 
economy only in an infinitesmal 
degree and thousands of unem­ 
ployed who might need help could 
not qualify under the term s of 
such a m easure. 


OF COURSE, Secretary Mitch­ 
ell protested that the plan would 
be only tem porary. But there is 
the indisputable fact that once the 
federal government takes over a 
responsibility now borne by the 
states, it never escapes. It only 
gets in deeper and deeper. 
“ Liberal” 
Democrats 
led 
by 
Congressman McCarthy, who him­ 
self has a bill going much farther 
toward federalizing unemployment 
benefits than the adm inistration’s, 
scolded the secretary for not com­ 
ing out frankly for federal regula­ 
tion of the whole system by set­ 
ting standards. 
McCarthy argued, in effect, that 


all “ im portant” social legislation 
in the past had been passed in 
tim e of national distress. There­ 
fore, why not -se the recession 
as an excuse to take over unem ­ 
ployment compensation? 
In reply to questioning by an­ 
other m em ber of the committee, 
Mitchell adm itted that under the 
present law the 
so-called 
Reed 
Fund could be drawn upon by the 
states which were unable to ex­ 
tend their paym ents. 
Thus 
we 
have, at least by implication, an 
admission that when the states be­ 
lieve they do not need something 
it is necessary for Uncle Sam to 
enter the states and do the job 
itself. 


A CONGRESSMAN 
from 
Vir­ 
ginia protested that the plan would 
make it possible for the federal 
government—in case a state re ­ 
fused the job of distributing the 
funds as its agent—to distribute 
funds in the unwilling state and 
establish an obligation despite the 
state’s protest. 
Representatives 
f r o m 
other 
states pointed out that they need­ 
ed no such help. 
Several indicated a widespread 
conviction that, once the federal 
government established this plan, 
it would mean the beginning of 
the end of state responsibility for 
the unemployed. To Mitchell’s re­ 
sponse that the plan was only a 
“ tem porary” one, m any instances 
were cited to show that past plans 
labeled “tem porary” proved to be 
perm anent. 
One 
witness 
at 
the 
hearings 
commented that apparently Mitch­ 
ell ended his testimony wdth only 
one friend on the committee. That 
was Chairman Daniel Reed who, 
since he had introduced the ad­ 
m inistration's bill, rem ained dis­ 
creetly silent. 
And so the old truth was under­ 
lined: When a person compromis­ 
es with principle, he loses the sup­ 
port of both sides and principle 
too.

Last

tion they could be blasted flat by 
Soviet missiles in a future war. 
It m akes them more than ever 
anxious for peacef I understand­ 
ing with the Soviets. 
The Sputniks shocked this coun­ 
try into convulsive soul-searching. 
Soviet 
intercontinental, 
ocean- 
spanning missiles, of which the 
Sputniks could be a forewarning, 
would rip away this country’s an­ 
cient safety behind the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 
More 
than 
that: 
the 
United 
States 
was 
shaken 
out 
of 
the 
complacency it had felt about its 
scientific and industrial superiori­ 
ty. Why did it happen? Why were 
the Soviets ahead? 
These 
questions 
immediately 
took second place behind demands 
that the governm ent go all out to 
catch up. A stunned Congress was 
willing to throw the Treasury wide 
open for missile development. 
Eventually 
this 
country 
offset 
some 
of 
the 
dam age 
done 
to 
American 
prestige when 
it 
got 
three of its own satellites aloft. 
But not quite. The American sat­ 
ellites were tiny compared with 
the Soviet models 
Only last month Secretary of 
State Dulles expressed doubt—be­ 
cause of the Soviet head start in 
outer space exploration—that we 
could 
beat 
the 
Soviets 
to 
the 
moon. 
Also last fall — with the world 


still dizzy from the Sputnik tri­ 
umph—the Soviets hit again. This 
tim e it was in the form of letters 
from Bulganin to President Eisen- 
hover and others. 
He called for negotiations and a 
sum m it talk. This was done just 
as Eisenhower and Dulles were 
preparing to go to Paris for talks 
with the NATO Allies. 
The 
Eisenhower 
adm inistra­ 
tion’s reaction to Bulganin was 
dim and negative. But it had to 
change this when Eisenhower and 
Dulles found the Allies had a dif­ 
ferent view. They wanted to ex­ 
plore the Soviet proposals. 
E ver since then Eisenower has 
been in correspondence with Bul­ 
ganin. The result has been .zero. 
And 
now 
Bulganin’s 
successor. 
Prem ier Khrushchev, 
has taken 
over the letter writing. 
Last week the Soviets scored 
again. With the whole world wor­ 
ried about the radioactive fallout 
from nuclear tests, the Soviets an­ 
nounced they would stop theirs as 
long as others did likewise. 
Eisenhower called it a 
“gim ­ 
m ick.” The Soviets had just fin­ 
ished their 1958 tests when they 
m ade the announcement knowing 
the American 1958 tests bad been 
scheduled to start within a month 
or two. 
Again the Eisenhower adm inis­ 
tration was on the defensive. It 
explained it was anxious to de­ 
velop “ clean” bombs — with less 
radioactive fallout — and sm aller 
nuclear weapons. The adm inistra­ 
tion took the position this must be 
done. 
It m akes sense, if you accept 
th-' 
adm inistration 
explanation. 
Not all scientists do. But as a re ­ 
sult of these three Soviet propa­ 
ganda successes, the adm inistra­ 
tion may feel forced to make con­ 
cessions it had no intention of 
making. 
That still would not be taking 
the propaganda initiative. It would 
be even more of a victory for the 
Soviets, since it would be simply 
a reaction forced by the Soviets.

You never 
hear of “ all legal corned beef.” 
It is a good question that de­ 
serves an answer. It could be that 
some hosts wrho employ the phrase 
don’t know where it cam e from, 
and few who do know could tell 
its genesis. 


THIS 
CHRONICLE 
claims 
to 
have been its inventor. Yet he will 
dispute with no other survivor of 
the speakeasy who may lay claim 
# to the “ distinction.” 
I only know that I had n e v e r 
# heard of the drab sales gimmick 
until the 3.2 per cent beer day 
that I needed It to sneak a pal’s 
restaurant ad into a bone - dry 
newspaper. 
By that day. the 18th Amend­ 
m ent’s ignoble experim ent 
h a d 
brought upon a disillusioned na­ 
tion vicious chaos and a crim e by­ 
product that horned the m urder­ 
ous gangdom that still is with us. 
Orderly, licensed distribution of 
a controversial product that half 
of the people insisted upon having 
had m ajorly fallen into the hands 
of thugs and hijackers. Except on 
medical prescription, 
nothing al- 
cholic was legal. 
When the dishwater drink call­ 
ed “ three - two beer” became le­ 
gal (1933), for the first tim e 
in 
13 years respectable dealers had 
a lawful m eans to re - enter a 
m arket that racketeers had come 
to dominate. 
The conscientious wouldn't ad­ 
mit that the three - two 
w a s 
“ beer,” but it was a beverage— 
and it was legal. So there is ev­ 


ery element of absolute honesty in 
the words “ all legal beverages” ; 
not a particle of concealment or 
deception; nor a suggestion that 
then should have kept it off a Girl 
Scout picnic poster — where 
it 
would shock all now. 


THE GIMMICK first 
appeared 
in a restaurant ad, was imm ed­ 
iately adopted in the a rea’s three- 
two m arket 
and s p r e a d 
well 
across the country, where ad re­ 
strictions existed and drys w e r e 
militant. 
But its advent was not without 
em barrassm ent for its coiner. 
Where it was conceived, c o n ­ 
demning resolutions were passed, 
m ad letters came, m ad com m it­ 
tees called — hell broke loose in 
the dry ranks — the saloon w'as 
back — and I did it. 
It is no mean trick for a news­ 
paper to keep a divident communi­ 
ty out of its hair. 
Alibis were scarce, two - edged 
and dangerous. Thousands of oth­ 
erwise tolerant people were “ pro- 
hi-m ad” — and, brother, that's a 
“ m ad” that crosses party l i n e s , 
brotherhoods, religions, f a m i l y 
hearths — and breakfast tables. 
Making the best of truth in ad­ 
vertising saved “ all legal bever­ 
ages” from the wrath of its ene­ 
mies — and it survived to become 
a trade cliche in that and m any 
places. 
That it indicated spots that some 
would not wish to go or take their 
children, that it took some of the 
mask off illicit drinking and made 
honest men of slinks 
and 
liars, 
overcam e the unbelievable naivete 
of a joint committee that put us 
on the carpet. 
If any of this birth of a slogan 
sounds sneaky, be advised that to 
this day some people won’t 
go 
where they sell “ all legal bever­ 
ages” — probably couldn’t f i n d 
an empty seat if they did. 
I still contend that any adver­ 
tisement that conceals nothing is 
a service to all people.

Treasury Secretary Robert B 
Anderson and Congressman Ger­ 
ald R. Ford (R-Mich) have come 
up with a treat for taxpayers that 
is designed to give a needed boost 


to the nation's economy. 
At Ford's suggestion, Anderson 
says the Internal Revenue Service 
will do everything possible to speed 


income tax refunds to the taxpay­ 
ers by May 31. 
Ford cam e up with what he calls 
the “painless” way for the govern­ 
m ent to pour money into the con­ 
sum er’s purchasing power after 
determ ining that

Treasury Departm ent refunded $3.- 
300,000,000 to m o n than 34 million 
individual taxpayers last year. 


THE AVERAGE refund amount­ 
ed to $94 and indications are it 
will be the sam e for 1958, Ford 
declared. 
“ I’m sure that the speedy fun­ 
neling back into the economy of 
over more than three million dol­ 
lars would have a healthy and 
stimulating effect on present eco­ 
nomic conditions,” Ford told An­ 
derson. 
He suggested that the Internal 
Revenue Service assign additional 
employes to the job of processing 
tax returns and that it “cut red 


tape 
generally.” 
He 
suggested 
m aking refunds immediately and 
auditing returns afterward. 
Replying that the Treasury De­ 
partm ent is aware of the economic 
booster value of early refunding. 
Anderson said he has set in m o­ 
tion a program “ to have refunds 
m ade within 30 days of the filing 
of the return.”

Varied Types 
Of Mowers 
Are Available 


B v The A ssociated P ress 
M anufacturers are unveiling the 
latest equipment for the arm y of 
American home owners who will 
take the field shortly in the sea­ 
sonal battle to keep yards a n d 
lawns looking trim and neat. 
A preview shows a wide array 
of 1938 models. They range from 
basic models to power mowers 
which carry you and can be op­ 
erated like a sm all automobile.

demonstration of its scientific and 
industrial progress that Prem ier 
Khrushchev's boasts have to be 
listened to with respect. 
Only a few7 months ago—in a 
TV interview filmed ir.

country — 
Khrushchev told A m e r i c a n s : * 
“ Someday your grandchildren will 
live under socialism .” 
His 
latest 
jibe 
at 
Americans 
cam e 
Monday 
during 
his 
tour 
of Hungary. He said Americans 
are good people but destined for 
second place in the race for world 
economic leadership. 
He said: “Now there are only 
two countries that compete with 
one another economically, the So­ 
viet Union and the United States 
of 
America. 
England. 
France. 


'Germany 
and the 
so-called 
ad­ 
vanced capitalist countries have 
been left far behind.” 
And he added that in a short 
time the U.S.S R. will take the 
lead. 
While the Soviet successes have 
been a goad to this country to do 
b e t t e r , each new Khrushchev 
boast, followed by a new sign of 
Soviet progress, cannot but have 
some effect on American allies 
abroad. 
Ten years ago, when this coun­ 
try still had a monopoly on the 
atomic bomb and was the undis­ 
puted 
industrial 
and 
scientific 
leader of the world. West Euro­ 
peans had no reason to doubt their 
best bet was to line up with the 
United States. 
But since then the Soviets have 
developed the atomic and hydro­ 
gen 
bombs, 
demonstrated 
addi­ 
tionally their tremendous scientif­ 
ic 
and 
industrial 
progress 
by 
shooting missle-powered satellites 
aloft, and expanded economically. 
In those IO years too, the Red 
Chinese took over all of main­ 
land China and the Communists 


grabbed 
off half of Viet Nam. 
Therefore 
Khrushchev’s 
boasts 
now force the West to listen. 
Khrushchev 
has 
said 
other 
things to shake the West’s confi­ 
dence in itself. 
“ We shall bury you,” he told 
Western diplomats at a reception. 
He told West German Chancel­ 
lor Adenauer: 
“ We Communists 
will rule the world.” 
He gave a chilling answer to 
anyone who thought the Soviets j 
might 
abandon 
communism 
in! 
their search 
for prosperity.

correspondents 
in 
Yugosla­ 
via:

Drama Critics Dean, Dies

sharp-tongued 
dean 
of 
Broadway drama critics for many 
years 
and 
sidekick 
of the 
late 
IL L. Mencken, died today at 76. 
With him at the end was the 
wife he married when he was 73 
and she was 45. 
Nathan, who was an author and 
an editor of the American Mer­ 
cury 
and other magazines, had 
been ailing in recent years. The 
cause of death was not immediate­ 
ly announced. 
He 
died 
in 
his 
room 
at the 
Royalton Hotel, on the fringe of 
the Broadway theatrical district. 
He had lived in *he room for 34 
years and at the hotel for 54. 
Nathan’s reviews were widely 
credited with a profound effect in 
improving the American theater. 
He was the author of two score 
I books, most of them devoted to 
the 
theater, 
and 
wrote 
several 
plays. 
He was co editor with Mencken 
of the Sm art Set magazine. 
In 
1924 they founded the American 
Mercury 
magazine, 
a 
sounding 
board for their social criticism, 
which often was not sweet. 
Nathan drew many stares be­ 
cause of his collections of walking 
sticks and overcoats, the latter in­ 


cluding a dandy made of Russian 
wolfskin. Of this garment, an ac­ 
tor once remarked that Nathan 
had trained it to bark and bite. 
He began his dramatic criticism 
on the staff of the New 
York 
Herald in 1905. The long list of 
papers and magazines with which 
he was connected includes Har­ 
per’s Weekly, Puck, Judge, Life, 
the New Freem an, the Saturday 
Review of Literature, Vanity Fair, 
Scribner’s, 
Esquire 
and 
News­ 
week. 
He was a m aster at lampooning 
and had been credited with en­ 
couraging native playwrights like 
Eugene O’Neill and William Saro­ 
yan. 
He was born In Fort Wayne, 
Ind., Feb. 14, 1882. 
His parents moved from Fort 
Wayne to Cleveland when George 
was 4. 
Nathan was educated at Corn­ 
ell University and the University 
of Bologna, Italy. 
Nathan, who had been a con­ 
firmed bachelor, was married in 
1955 to spinster actress Julie Hay­ 
den. The ceremony was performed 
aboard a cruise ship at sea. Nath­ 
an once described his bride as 
one of his two “dream girls.” The 
other was actress Lillian gish.
